Salt  Lake  air  controllers  will  ignore  President 
Reagan’s  order  to  return  to  work  by  Wednesday,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Ken  Bell,  president  of  the  PACTO  Local  543. 

“Wednesday  morning  we  will  still  be  striking  while 
they’re  taking  their  legal  action,”  Bell  said.  “A  small 
airport  such  as  Salt  Lake  International  may  be  able  to 
move  more  air  traffic  than  the  others,  but  we  have  to  be 
affecting  the  overall  system.” 

He  said  the  Salt  Lake  tower  is  being  run  by  manage¬ 
ment,  union  members  who  did  not  strike  and  possibly 
some  military  people. 

According  to  Bell,  more  than  80  percent  of  the  local 
union  “have  walked  off  the  job.  The  airlines  can’t 
possibly  be  operating  at  more  than  50  percent  of  normal 
despite  what  they  say.” 

Marlene  Jensen,  ticket  agent  for  Frontier  Airlines, 
said  “We  only  had  to  cancel  one  flight,  but  we  will 
probably  have  to  cancel  more  as  the  system  slows  down. 
Most  of  our  flights  go  through  Denver  and  are  delayed 
there.” 

“I  was  delayed  in  Denver  for  more  than  three  hours,” 
said  Ron  Hinson  of  Pocatello,  Idaho,  after  arriving  from 
Houston. 

Stephen  Morehouse,  a  sales  manager  for  American 
Airlines,  said  most  airlines  are  concerned  with  the  safety 
of  their  passengers.  “Safety  is  our  primary  concern.  If  we 
think  that  it  is  no  longer  safe  then  we  will  cancel  our 
flights,”  he  said. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Air  traf¬ 
fic  controllers  illegally  walked  off 
their  jobs  Monday  and  crippled 
conamercial  flights  in  the  first 
nationwide  strike  of  federal  workers 
in  history.  President  Reagan  called 
them  lawbreakers  and  gave  them  48 
hours  to  resume  work  or  be  fired. 

Reagan,  taking  a  hard  line, 
sought  imprisonment  of  the  11 
strike  leaders.  U.S.  District  Judge 
Harold  Greene  refused  to  grant  a 
government  request  that  he  im¬ 
prison  Robert  E.  Poli,  president  of 
the  striking  15,000-member 
Professional  Air  Traffic  Controllers 
Organization  (PATCO),  but  took  no 
action  against  the  other  10. 

While  the  government  sought  $1- 
million-a-day  fines  and  the  industry 
sought  $50,000-an-hour  fines 
against  the  striking  controllers, 
some  2,500  supervisors  and  non- 
uiiion  controllers  filled  in,  with 
military  controllers  standing  by  to 
help.  But  the  nation’s  air  traffic  was 
disrupted  and  the  airlines  said  they 
were  suffering  “severe  financial 
losses.” 

“If  we’re  all  fired,  I  want  to  know 
who’s  going  to  work  the  airplanes,” 
said  Poli. 

The  government  won  a  no-strike 
order  in  the  pre-dawn  hours  before 
the  strike  began.  Late  in  the  day, 
Greene  opened  a  hearing  on  whether 
to  issue  a  contempt  of  court  order 
against  PATCO. 

The  government  said  the  judge 
would  be  asked  to  fine  PATCO  $1 
million  a  day  for  the  first  three  days 
of  this  week  if  the  strike  continues. 
If  the  strike  is  not  settled  by  5  p.m. 
Thursday,  the  government  wanted 
the  right  to  return  to  court  and 
propose  a  new  fine  schedule. 

In  addition,  the  government  wan¬ 
ted  the  judge  to  fine  11  union 
leaders  $1,000  a  day  for  Monday, 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  with  a 
similar  option  to  return  with  a  new 
proposal. 

In  New  York  City,  the  Air 
Transport  Association,  representing 
the  airline  industry,  said  it  was  ask¬ 
ing  U.S.  District  Judge  Thomas 
Platt  to  impose  a  fine  of  $50,000  an 
hour  for  the  duration  of  the  strike, 
plus  actual  damages  suffered  by  the 
industry. 

The  government  said  it  was  safe 
to  fly  even  with  most  controllers  off 
the  job. 

“I  must  tell  those  who  failed  to 
report  for  duty  this  morning  they 
are  in  violation  of  the  law,  and  if 
they  don’t  report  for  duty  within  48 
hours,  they  have  forfeited  their  jobs 
and  will  be  terminated,”  Reagan 
’  said. 

Transportation  Secretary  Drew 
Lewis  vowed  not  to  resume  bargain¬ 
ing  with  the  controllers’  union  until 
the  strike  ends.  He  said  any  con¬ 
troller  still  on  strike  at  11  a.  m.  local 
time  Wednesday  would  never  again 
get  a  job  with  the  government. 

“In  good  conscience,  I  will  not  or¬ 
der  my  members  to  go  back  to 
work,”  Poli  said  after  he  was  served 
with  papers  ordering  him  into  court 
later  in  the  day.

New  law  dean  appointed 


BYU  President  Jeffrey  R.  Holland  announ¬ 
ced  the  appointment  of  a  new  dean  for  the  BYU 
J.  Reuben  Clark  Law  School  in  a  meeting  with 
the  law  school  faculty  Monday  afternoon. 

Carl  S.  Hawkins,  professor  of  torts,  was 
named  as  dean  of  the  law  school  to  replace  Rex 
Lee  who  was  confirmed  as  U.  S.  Solicitor 
General  Friday. 

“Dean  Hawkins’  distinguished  national 
reputation  and  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  is 
held  by  his  own  faculty  colleagues  suggests  a 
most  favorable  future  for  BYU’s  contribution 
to  legal  education,”  Holland  said.  “Obviously, 
we  are  pleased  that  a  man  of  Carl’s  professional 
stature  has  accepted  the  invitation  to  serve  as 
the  new  dean.” 

“For  him  to  serve  as  dean  is  a  remarkably 
good  thing,  not  only  for  the  law  school  itself, 
but  for  the  larger  purposes  of  the  university,” 
he  said.  “Dean  Hawkins  will  guide  the  J. 


Reuben  Clark  Law  School  into  its  second 
decade,  building  on  the  superb  foundation  laid 
by  his  predecessor,  Rex  Lee.” 

Hawkins  accepted  the  appointment  saying 
he  appreciated  the  “expression  of  confidence 
from  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  University  Ad¬ 
ministration  and  the  Law  School  faculty  that 
led  to  this  appointment.” 

Hawkins  outlined  three  objectives  for  the  law 
school  in  the  future.  “First,  to  continue  our  ef¬ 
forts  to  achieve  the  highest  quality  we  can  in 
terms  of  traditional  academic  and  professional 
attainments.  The  second  is  to  try  to  develop 
more  effective  and  more  efficient  ways  of  using 
the  resources  and  opportunities  that  we  have. 

“And  the  third  is  to  continue  to  strive  to  find 
better  ways  of  relating  the  religious  purposes 
and  goals  of  this  institution  to  the  training  of

T&D  lost  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  in 
the  commodities  market  for  several  days,  he  said. 

According  to  a  business  summary  released  by 
T&D  Management  for  prospective  investors,  the 
company  is  presently  registered  with  the  Com¬ 
modity  Futures  Trading  Commission  as  a  Com¬ 
modities  Pool  Operator  in  Chicago. 

Gail  Weggland,  investigating  officer  of  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  said  T&D  Management  Co.  is  under 
federal  investigation. 

“We  are  currently  investigating  the  firm 
regarding  its  sale  of  securities  and  other  ac¬ 
tivities,”  Weggland  said. 

According  to  the  unidentified  source,  T&D 
Management  Co.  terminated  between  16  and  18 
employees  last  week  in  order  to  cut  the  firm’s 
payroll. 


According  to  T&D’s  financial  summary,  the 
company  deposits  the  client’s  monies  on  account 
in  $1,000  increments  and  the  company  guaran¬ 
tees  the  client’s  monies  against  any  loss. 

J.W.  Bush,  investigative  consultant  of  the 
Utah  Valley  Better  Business  Bureau,  said  the 
BBB  had  been  receiving  $2,000  a  month  in  con¬ 
tributions  from  T&D  Management  Co. 

“Now  that  T&D  Management  Co.  has  lost  a  lot 
of  money,  “it  has  caused  the  BBB  to  lose  its 
financial  base,”  Bush  said. 

“As  far  as  we  know,  T&D  made  a  bad  buy  on 
the  commodities  market,  which  nuts  them  into 
the  problem  they  are  in  right  now,”  he  continued. 

Taylor  and  Driggs  of  T&D  Management  Co. 
were  in  Salt  Lake  City  Monday,  and  were  un¬ 
available  for  comment.

the  strike  might  cost  the  U.S. 
economy  a  quarter  of  a  billion 
dollars  a  day. 

Three  Air  Force  jets  brought 
senators  back  to  Washington,  D.C., 
in  time  to  participate  in  the  final 
debate  and  vote  on  Reagan’s  tax-cut 
proposals.  One  passenger.  Sen.  Jake 
Garn,  R-Utah,_said  if  the  strike  con¬ 
tinues,  “the  union  should  be  broken 
and  its  leaders  put  in-jail.” 

FBI  agents  in  19  cities  were  dis¬ 
patched  to  gather  evidence  that 
could  be  used  to  bring  criminal 
charges  against  the  striking  con¬ 
trollers.  Such  charges  could  result  in 
fines  or  jail  sentences. 

“We  may  have  a  difficult  time” 
replacing  strikers,  Lewis 
acknowledMd,  but  said  the  govern¬ 
ment  would  open  new  schools,  if 
need  be,  to  “start  training  people.” 

Poli  said  he  understood  that  85  to 
90  percent  of  the  unionized  con¬ 
trollers  scheduled  to  work  Monday 
stayed  away  from  their  towers,  but 
Administrator  J.  Lynn  Helms  of  the 
Federal  Aviaiton  Administration 
said  29  percent  of  the  unionized  con¬ 
trollers  had  reported  to  work  by 
Monday  afternoon. 


Helms  said  up  to  60  percent  of  the 
country’s  14,200  daily  commercial 
flights  were  operating,  guided  by  2,- 
500  supervisory  and  non-striking 
controllers,  with  military  controllers 
standing  by  if  needed. 

Helms  said  there  was  “no  reason 
to  believe  we  can’t  continue  that 
(rate)  indefinitely.” 

In  orders  signed  in  the  pre-dawn 
hours  before  the  strike  and  again  af¬ 
ter  the  7  a.m.  walkout  began  when 
bargaining  deadlocked,  federal 
judges  in  Washington  and  New 
York  City  and  at  least  seven  other 
cities  directed  the  strikers  to  return 
to  work. 

Controllers  were  demanding  17 
times  what  their  leaders  agreed  to 
last  month.  That  tentative  contract 
was  rejected  by  95  percent  of  the  un¬ 
ion  membership,  leading  to  new 
bargaining  and  the  new  impasse. 

The  union  sought  a  reduction  in 
the  40-hour  work  week  to  32  hours, 
increased  retirement  benefits  and  a 
maximum  salary  that  would  have 
reached  $59,000  a  year  —  about 
$10,000  more  than  the  current  max¬ 
imum. 


Lee  expresses  relief 


at  Senate

After  battles  in  the  U.S.  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee,  Rex  Lee,  for¬ 
mer  dean  of  BYU’s  J.  Reuben  Clark 
Law  School,  was  confirmed  as  U.S. 
Solicitor  General  Friday  by  a  vote  of 
79  to  15. 

In  an  interview  just  minutes  after 
the  confirmation  vote,  Lee  ex¬ 
pressed  what  he  called  “.  .  .  enor¬ 
mous,  enormous  relief’  at  being 
confirmed. 

“We  knew  this  was  going  to  hap¬ 
pen,”  he  said,  “but  it  has  been  a  try¬ 
ing  time  for  me. 

“I  guess  the  best  way  to  describe 
my  feelings  is  to  relate  it  to  a  person 
whose  wife  is  pregnant.  If  she  goes 
over,  it  gets  tough;  especially  if  you 
keep  going  to  church  every  Sunday 
and  people  ask,  ‘Are  you  still  here?’ 

“You  know  the  birth  will  come 
soon,  but  it’s  harder  and  harder 
reassuring  people  that  the  time  will 
come,”  Lee  said. 

Lee  expressed  his  gratitude  to 
those  who  have  supported  him 
through  the  judiciary  committee 
battle. 

Despite  opposition  on  the  Senate 
floor,  Utah’s  senators  gave  Lee  their 
continuous  support. 

Sen.  Orrin  Hatch,  R-Utah,  said 
Lee,  as  the  U.S.  Solicitor  General, 
will  be  professional  enough  to  place 
the  interest  of  his  client,  the  federal 
government,  ahead  of  his  own  per¬ 
sonal  choices  on  any  issue. 

“This  is  a  CTeat  honor  for  the  state 
of  Utah  and  B'YU,  said  Hatch.  “Rex 
Lee  is  a  man  of  great  ability  and 
integrity.” 

Sen.  Jake  Gam,  R-Utah,  said, 
“The  most  telling  evidence  of  this 
man’s  character  is  his  performance 


approval 

as  the  first  dean  of  the  law  school  at 
BYU.  In  a  very  short  time,  he  did 
the  finest  job  anyone  can  imagine  in 
putting  together  a  law  school  which 
has  become  nationally  recognized.” 

BYU  President  Jeffrey  R. 
Holland,  referring  to  the  “decisive 
vote,”  said  it  reflected  the  Senate’s 
confidence  in  Lee.  Holland  said 
Lee’s  confirmation  is  a  compliment 
to  the  LDS  Church,  BYU  and  Lee 
personally. 

“He  will  be  a  great  solicitor 
general,”  Holland  said.  “He  will  be 
a  blessing  to  the  administration  and 
to  all  citizens  whose  lives  are  affec¬ 
ted  by  his  service.” 

Lee  summed  up  his  feelings  by 
saying,  “This  job  will  be  a  real 
challenge;  I’m  looking  forward  to  it. 
But  at  the  same  time,  I  will  miss  my 
friends  and  associates  back  home. 
No  matter  what  happens,  Utah  and 
BYU  will  always  be  my  home.”

Claiming  that  BYU’s 
“presence  is  being  felt”

While  he  (Bigger)  was 
elected  to  the  ASA 
Regional  Board. 

“Serving  in  these 
positions  provides  us 
with  the  opportunity  we 
need  to  help  education 
take  the  directions  on 
the  national  level  we  ■ 
would  like  it  to  take,” 
Bigger  ,  said.  The  third 
aspect  of  the  conference 
provided  new  ideas 
which  may  be  helpful  to 
BYU  in  the  future.

Explosion  victims  critical

Seven  victims  of  the  Moab  propane  explosion 
are  still  in  critical  condition  at  the  University  of 
Utah  Intermountain  Burn  Center,  according  to  a 
hospital  spokesman. 

Mark  Sands  of  the  University  of  Utah  Medical 
Center  said  the  victims  are  Marion  Robertson, 
63,  and  his  wife  Eugenia,  60,  of  Markham,  Texas; 
Ralph  Davies,  36,  and  his  sons  Richard,  7,  and 
Todd,  16,  of  Montrose,  Colo.;  and  Dennis 
Lanham,  14,  and  Kevin  Kegley,  15,  of  Harrison, 
Ind. 

Sands  said  Lanham  and  Kegley  will  be  flown 
to  Cincinnati  hospitals  today  in  order  to  be  closer 
to  their  homes. 

Another  victim,  Michael  Davies,  8,  died  Satur¬ 
day  as  a  result  of  the  burns  he  received  from  the 
blast. 

The  propane  exposion  occurred  Friday  night 
about  a  mile  north  of  Moab  at  a  propane  storage 
plant  located  by  Slick  Rock  campground,  said 
Grand  County  Sheriff  Jim  Nyland.  The  explo¬ 
sion  caused  about  $150,000  in  damages,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Nyland.

Condos  are  popular

Soaring  interest  rates 
and  tight  consumer 
credit  have  forced  many 
local  developers  to  turn 
to  condominium  con¬ 
versions  as  a  form  of  al¬ 
ternate  housing,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dave  Gard¬ 
ner,  spokesman  for  Gar¬ 
dner  and  Associates,  a 
Provo-based  develop¬ 
ment  firm. 

“Condominiums 
could  possibly  fill  the 
housing  market  because 
homes  just  aren’t  being 
built  right  now.  Money 
is  too  hard  to  get,*^’ 
Gardner  said. 

Even  though  the 
Provo  City  Planning 
Commission  has  issued 
several  conversion  per¬ 
mits  to  local  builders 
and  landlords,  tight  fi¬ 
nancing  will  “prevent 
many  condominium 

Crojects  from  actually 
eing  built  or  con¬ 
verted,”  he  said. 

According  to  Gard¬ 
ner,  an  increase  in  con¬ 
dominium  conversions 
in  Provo  could  threaten 
the  already  tight  hous¬ 
ing  market  for  BYU 
students. 

“If  there  is  a  real 
boom  and  rush  for  con¬ 
dominiums  in  Provo, 
and  if  there  is  a  lack  of 
available  or  affordable 
rental  units,  we  could 
have  some  real 

Croblems,”  he  said.  If 
uilders  can  get  money 
for  condos,  then  they 
should  be  able  to  get 
money  for  rentals,  he 
said. 


Neil  Lindburg,  zon¬ 
ing  administrator  for 
Provo,  said  most  con¬ 
dominiums  are  in¬ 
tended  for  individual 
families.  “I  cannot 
think  of  one  case  in 
Provo  where  condo¬ 
miniums  have  been  ap¬ 
proved  as  housing  for 
single  students.” 

Requirements  for 
BYU-apprdved  hous¬ 
ing  and  Provo  City  zon¬ 
ing  ordinances  dis¬ 
allow  more  than  two 
single,  unrelated  stu¬ 
dents  to  live  in  a  con¬ 
dominium  at  the  same 
time,  said  John  Pace, 
BYU  director  of  off- 
campus  housing. 

“Otherwise,  our 
policy  for  condos  is  the 
same  as  for  apartment 
complexes.  The  men’s 
and  the  women’s  units 
must  be  in  separate 
buildings,”  he  said. 

Pace  said  many  local 
condominiums  are  be¬ 
ing  sold  to  parents  of 
.  BYU  students  who  rent 
■  the  condominiums  to 
three  to  six  other  people 
at  a  time. 

“Some  local  real  es¬ 
tate  people  are  telling 
buyers  it  is  OK  to  rent 
to  a  bunch  of  students,” 
he  said.  “But  they’re 
still  in  violation  of  city 
ordinances  regardless  of 
what  the  real  estate 
people  say.” 

Lindburg  said  exper¬ 
ience  has  shown  that 
many  condominiums 
close  to  BYU  ulti¬ 
mately  end  up  with  stu¬ 
dents  living  in  them. 
The  city’s  zoning  di¬ 


vision  has  been  made 
aware  of  a  “noncompli¬ 
ance  violation  involv¬ 
ing  student  housing  re¬ 
quirements  at  the  Wil- 
lowbrook  condomin¬ 
iums,”  Lindburg  said. 

“We  are  working  with 
their  home  owners’ 
association  right  now  to 
resolve  the  situation,” 
he  said. 

The  restrictions  im¬ 
posed  on  single  as  op¬ 
posed  to  family  hous¬ 
ing  are  the  result  of 
parking  problems  and 
space  requirements,  he 
said. 

The  amount  of  park¬ 
ing  space  required  for 
singles’  housing  is  more 
than  what  is  provided 
at  most  condominium 
projects  and  this 
creates  a  space  and  con¬ 
gestion  problem.  Pace 
said. 

Gardner  said  most 
area  developers  are 
“aware  of  the  city  zon¬ 
ing  regulations  as  far  as 
student  housing  is  con¬ 
cerned.  We  are  not 
really  building  for  sin¬ 
gle  students  an3way.” 

'  According  to  Lind¬ 
burg,  a  surplus  of  af¬ 
fordable  off-campus 
housing  for  single  BYU 
students  will  always  be 
available  in  Provo. 

“Our  real  problem  is 
not  with  the  students 
because  they’re  fairly 
mobile  anyway,’’  he 
said.  “We  are  worried 
about  what  to  do  with 
our  older  people  on 
fixed  incomes  because 
there  really  is  no  place 
for  them  to  go  if  their 


apartments,  are  con¬ 
verted  to  condo¬ 
miniums.” 

Provo  City  requires 
landlords  to  give  te¬ 
nants  a  90-day  notice  if 
the  apartment  com¬ 
plex  is  going  to  be  tur¬ 
ned  into  condomin¬ 
iums.  They  have  to  give 
a  120-day  notice  if  the 
conversion  will  require 
construction  of  any 
kind,  Lindburg  said. 

Landlords  are  not  re¬ 
quired  by  the  city  to 
help  former  tenants 
relocate,  he  said.

V's  Behrmann  seeks 


steeplechase  stardom

The  steeplechase  may  look  like  a  silly  race  — 
runners  hurdling  over  jumps  into  knee-deep 
water,  often  landing  head-first  and  piling  all  over 
each  other. 


But  to  BYU  student  Fred  Behrmann,  the  race 
is  the  love  of  his  life  and  his  goals  are  to  be  a  1984 
Olympic  champion  and  to  someday  own  the 
American  record. 

The  steeplechase  was  originally  a  horse  race 
run  in  England.  Horses  and  riders  ran  a  course 
over  obstacles  and  through  water  to  a  distant 
;Steeple  which  was  visible  throughout  the  race, 
i  The  race  has  since  been  ado|)ted  for  runners, 
covering  3,000  meters  h’hd  includmg  28' hurdles 
and  seven  water  jumps.  The  water  jumps  are 
about  2-feet  deep  and  8-feet  long.  The  hurdles 
are  3-feet  high. 

Berhmann  got  his  first  taste  of  steeplechasing 
in  1980,  filling  one  of  the  vacancies  left  when 
BYU’s  two  best  steeplechasers  graduated.  He 
finished  as  one  of  the  10  best  Cougar  steeple¬ 
chasers. 

Henry  Marsh,  a  former  BYU  student,  holds  the 
American  record  for  the  steeplechase  with  a  time 
of  8:15  and  is  Behrmann’s  idol. 


over  the  hurdles  which  gives  me  an  advantage. 
The  idea  is  to  maintain  a  good,  constant  pace.”  . 

Behrmann  works  out  six  days  a  week,  running 
hurdles  and  working  out  with  weights  to  increase 
his  strength. 

According  to  Berhmann,  running  isn’t  the  only 
facet  of  his  life.  “I  try  to  have  a  balance  in  all 
areas  of  life,”  said  Behrmann.  “The  physical 
body  has  to  be  in  tune  with  the  spirit  for  you  to  be 
an  over-all  good  athlete.” 

Behrmann  began  his  running  career  in  high 
school,  playing  second  string  for  the  football 
team.  “When  we  ran  wind  sprints  for  football,  I 
always  came  in  first,  I  enjojad  it,  and  ran  longer 
than  everyone.  TheS  one  day  when  I  sa[w  the 
cross-country  team  irf ‘tbeirilhofts  and  I  was  in 
these  big  football  pads,  I  said,  ‘That’s  for  me.’ 
That’s  how  I  got  started,”  he  said. 

“Steeplechasing  is  not  as  glamorous  as  the 
mile  or  the  1,500  meter,”  said  Behrmann,  “but 
it’s  exciting.  I’ve  landed  head-first  in  the  water 
before.  There  is  always  action.  I  wish  more  people 
would  watch  it.”

“The 
next  thing  I  knew  I  was 
hiking  down  the  Grand 
Canyon,  hauling  and 
planting  trees  and 
working  on  teeth.” 

Blackham  said  he 
really  doesn’t  know  how 
or  why  he  became  in¬ 
volved  in  the  Indian 
program. 

“The  Lamanites  and 
I  have  a  lot  in  com¬ 


mon,”  he  said.  “I  love 
the  outdoors  and  they 
have  a  particular 
reverence  for  nature,  es¬ 
pecially  the  soil.  They 
are  even  careful  how 
they  walk  on  the  ground 
because  their  fathers 
are  buried  underneath 
it.” 

Blackham  is  cur¬ 
rently  involved  in  the 
building  of  several  den¬ 
tal  clinics  with  AIS. 

,  He  said  the  dental 
unit  in  Duckwater, 
Nev.,  which  has  been 
under  construction  for 
the  past  three  years, 
will  be  completed  Sat¬ 
urday. 

“To  get  to  the  reser¬ 
vation  we  have  to  hike  8 
or  9  miles  down  to  the 
bottom  of  the  Grand 
Canyon  in  at  least  120 
degree  weather,”  he 
said. 

“It  is  hard  to  get  good 


used  equipment  and  it 
takes  a  lot  of  time  to 
build,”  Blackbam  said. 
“But  the  hardest  part  is 
that  all  of  the  supplies 
and  time  need  to  be 
donated.” 

According  to 
Blackham,  the  dental 
program  will  include  a 
five-hour  slide  presen¬ 
tation  covering 
everything  dealing  with 
dental  care. 

“We  would  even¬ 
tually  like  to  get  this 
presentation  into 
Lamanite  schools,”  he 
said. 

Blackham  has  volun- ' 
teered  much  of  his  time 
and  the  use  of  his 
facilities  to  the  Laman¬ 
ite  people  and  they  are 
grateful  to  him,  said 
Silvia  Hollowbreast,  r 
community  represen-  i 
tative  for  the  Shoshone 
people  of  Duckwater. 


“We  are  indebted  to 
Dr.  Blackham  for  com¬ 
ing  out  so  far  at  his  own 
expense  to  fix  the  teeth 
of  many  of  the  people  in 
this  community,”  she 
said. 

Mrs.  Hollowbreast 
said  there  are  more 
than  200  Indian  people 
residing ,  on  the  Duck- 
water  reservation. 
“We’ve  had  no  dental 
services  until  Ameri¬ 
can  Indian  Services  and 
Dr.  Blackham  took  in¬ 
terest  in  our  plight.” 


Jerry  Millett,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Shoshone 
tribe,  said  the  people 
are  very  excited  about 
the  new  dental  clinic  on 
the  reservation.  “These 
dental  services  were 
seriously  needed  here,” 
he  said. 

“There  are  plans  for 
10  new  dental  units  in 
Mexico,”  Blackham 
said.  “The  people  there 
are  poor,  malnourished 
and  some  of  them  are 
dying.  They  need  this 
kind  of  program.”

The  Salt  Lake  Temple  will  close 
for  six  months  in  1982,  the  First 
Presidency  of  the  LDS  Church  an¬ 
nounced  Friday. 

The  closing  is  scheduled  to  begin 
July  19,  1982,  for  what  is  termed  ex¬ 
tensive  improvements  in  the 
mechanical  systems  and  for  minor 
interior  refurbishings. 

Don  LeFevre,  spokesman  for  the 
LDS  Church,  explained^  “They  will 
be  repairing  and  upgrading 
conditioning  and  heating,  electrical 
and  plumbing  systems  in  the  tem¬ 
ple.” 

He  said  this  is  the  first  closing  of 
the  Salt  Lake  Temple  since  the 
early  1960s,  and  there  is  nothing  to 
indicate  plans  to  change  the  live 
sessions  the  temple  has  conducted 
since  its  dedication  in  1893  to  a 
filmed  version. 


Leaders  of  LDS  stakes  in  the  Salt 
Lake  Temple  District  are  being 
notified  a  year  in  advance  in  order 
to  make  orderly  plans  for  scheduled 
temple  activities  during  the  period 
of  time  the  temple  is  not  operating. 

Stakes  now  assigned  to  the  Salt 
Lake  Temple  District  will  be  tem¬ 
porarily  assigned  to  the  Jordan 
River  Temple  District  during  the 
period  of  renovation, , 

.The  First  Presidency  has  deter¬ 
mined  that  the  Bountiful,  Utah, 
stakes  which  are  reassigned  from 
the  Salt  Lake  Temple  District  to  the 
Ogden  Temple  District  during  con¬ 
struction  of  the  Jordan  River  Tem¬ 
ple  will  not  revert  back  to  the  Salt 
Lake  Temple  District  for  the  first 
half  of  1982.  The  reassigned  stakes 
will  remain  in  the  Ogden  Temple 
District  until  further  notice.

Sylvester  Stallone  pulls  no  punches  as  goalie  in 
his  new  movie,  “Victory.” 

The  story  takes  place  in  Germany  during 
World  War  11.  Stallone,  Michael  Caine  and  soc¬ 
cer  star  Pele  are  prisoners  of  war  in  a  German 
POW  camp. 

Caine,  a  former  professional  soccer  player, 
gathers  a  group  of  POWs  together  each  day  to 
play  soccer.  A  German  officer  challenges  Caine 
and  his  team  to  match  the  German  national 
team.  Caine  accepts  the  challenge. 

Stallone  ends  up  as  a  trainer  then  goalie  on 
Caine’s  soccer  team,  which  leads  to  his  fourth  at¬ 
tempt  at  escape. 

The  most  exciting  part  of  the  movie  is  the  soc¬ 
cer  game  itself.  The  German  team  plays  dirty 
and  aggressive;  when  the  POWs  finally  score,  the 
spectators  in  the  film  as  well  as  the  theater 
audience  really  get  into  the  game. 

Stallone  said  players  on  the  POW  camp  team 
were  professionals  and  had  been  on  national 
teams  for  their  respective  countries. 

When  the  game  was  being  filmed,  the  spec¬ 
tators  did  not  know  the  game  wasn’t  a  real  game, 
Stallone  said.  “We  wanted  an  initial  crowd  reac¬ 
tion.”
